tion annuities. 
Tho note insists that the Paris 
financial conference January 7, in­ 
clude the American claims in its 
allocation of reparations. 
British compromise offers reject­ 
ed by this government are; 
1— Arbitration of the dispute by 
the world court judges appointed 
by it. 
2— Recognition in equity, though 
not legally, of so-called Am erican 
public claims, such as those of the 
shipping board, but not of private 
claims for loss or for collection by 
private debts. 
The American note refuses arbi­ 
tration on 
the 
ground 
that 
the 
claims are just; that similar claims 
are collected from the reparations 
fund by the Allies and that the 
only legitimate arbitration is now 
in process under 
the 
American- 
German mixed claims commission. 
Private claims as well as public 
claims, are being collected by the 
Allies. 
The American case, as set forth 
in the note and as it w ill be pre­ 
sented to the Paris government, 
is that this country lost none of its 
rights through declining to become 
a partv to the 
Versailles 
treaty. 
Its right to collect claims out of 
the reparations fund is held equal 
under the separate treaty to the 
right of the Allies under the V er­ 
sailles treaty. 
The Dawes agree­ 
ment, signed by the Allies, recog­ 
nizes this right. 
The note states, however, that 
this government is willing to ac­ 
cept a deferred payment plan by 
combining the $250,000,000 claim in 
question with the $250,000,000 army 
of occupation cost claim.

AN INVISIBLE BENEFACTOR 


The latest medical discov ery sounds too good to he 
true. 
It is reported that Dr. Robert S. Green of the 
Univ ersity of Minnesota has found and cultiv ated a 
microbe which is too small to be seen with the most 
powerful microscope, but which is so v igorous and 
beneficent that it destroys disease bacteria of almost 
ev ery kind except those of tuberculosis, and it may 
yet prov e effectiv e against them. 
Such activ ity is considered by physiologists to be 
the special function of the white corpuscles in the 
blood. 
They do the best they can to destroy dis­ 
ease germs entering the blood stream. But they often 
prov e unequal to the task. 
Dr. Green’s inv isible lit­ 
tle fighter, aptly called by a reporter “ the Jack-the- 
giant-killer among microbes,” seems far more effec- 
riv e. 
Its power has been demonstrated in pneumonia, 
I typhoid, diphtheria, chicken cholera and numerous 
other diseases. 
It is obtained by filtering disease germs through 
I porous stone. 
The resulting serum, diluted a million

“The Dead sea is the sink-hole 
of the world,” say s a bu lletin from 
the W ashington, D. C. headqu ar­ 
ters of the N ational Geographic so­ 
ciety . 
“In no other continent is 
there 
su ch 
a deep depression in 
the earth’s cru st; nor will one find 
greater desolation or more u ncom­ 
fortable 
conditions 
for man and 
most other liv ing things, ev en in 
the hearts o£ the greatest deserts. 
O f Sodom and Gomorrha. 
‘‘The Hebrew 
scrip tu res 
hav e 
thrown an atm osp here of tragedy 
abou t the 
cou ntry . 
There, 
the 
chronicle states, were situ ated the 
wicked 
cities 
of Sodom and Go­ 
morrha, destroy ed by the w rath of 
Jehov ah; and there 
the 
modern 
reader sees the 
blasted 
region, 
seared by the u nbearable heat, with 
its bitter death-dealing waters, to 
prov e the story to his satisfaction. 
‘‘According to the Biblical narra­ 
tiv e, 
the Jordan v alley and 
the 
plain near its mou th on the shores 
of 
the Dead sea 
where the de­ 
stroy ed cities lay , shared the early 
good fortu ne of the Promised Land 
itself and flowed with milk 
and 
honey .’ 
Bu t an end was pu t to 
this pleasant condition by the rain 
of brim stone and fire. 
Geology Shows Vast Age. 
‘‘The story of the region deci­ 
phered from its rocks by geologists 
begins mu ch earlier than the day s 
of the p atriarchs whose actions are 
recorded in the Bible.

beach indicates th at in those re- 
mote tim es the great depression 
! held a sea or 
lake at 
abou t the 
same lev el as th a t of the M editer­ 
ranean. 
The Jordan did not then 
exist; its entire v alley as well as 
the Sea of Galilee was^swallowed 
u p in the p arent of the Dead sea, 
which is some 200 miles long and 
ten to fifteen miles wide. 
‘‘It is believ ed th at the climate 
of Palestine in rem ote times was 
m oist and th at the great inland 
lake 
was for a while kept at its 
highest point. 
W hen drier condi­ 
tions set in, the 
lake 
began 
to 
shrink, ev entu ally retreating into 
the p resent position of the Dead 
sea and exposing the v alley now 
occu pied by the Jordan. 
This is 
p ractically the only large riv er in 
the world which flows in a v alley 
ready made for It alm ost from 
sou rce to mou th.

been carry ing in additional salts 
u ntil now the w aters of the Dead 
sea constitu te one

the most 
highly concentrated natu ral brines 
in existence. 
It is estim ated that 
on the av erage some six million 
tons of w ater flow into the Dead 
sea daily , and since the lev el of the 
sea changes bu t 
little, 
an equ al 
amou nt is pu mped 
ou t 
daily 
by 
ev aporation. 
“W hereas ocean w ater, contains 
abou t one-twentieth of its weight in 
dissolv ed solids, the solids in so­ 
lu tion in Dead sea w ater make u p 
one-fou rth its weight. 
Potassiu m 
chloride makes u p abou t one-fif- 
ttentii of the total solids, bu t com­ 
mon salt (sodiu m chloride) is fu lly 
fiv e times as plentifu l. 
The isola­ 
tion of the potassiu m salts, there­ 
fore, might be somewhat difficu lt 
on a commercial scale. 
What Caused Destruction? 
“T he p resent Dead sea is sev en­ 
teen miles long and abou t ten miles 
wide. 
Its su rface 
lies 
approxi­ 
m ately 1300 feet lower 
than 
sea 
lev el and at its deep est point its 
bottom is another 1300 feet down. 
This great rift in the earth’s cru st, 
therefore, lies 2600 feet h©l°w sea 
lev el, and is the deepest hole in 
the land any where in the the world. 
Becau se of the intense heat and 
dry ness and the p resence ev ery ­ 
where of salt the land immediate­ 
ly abou t the Dead sea is a region 
of desolation. On some flats a few 
straggling, thorny 
desert 
plants 
grow and in some sheltered, wadies 
where the springs are fresh, small 
grou ps of palms stru ggling for ex­ 
istence. 
Most of the area, how­ 
ev er, is a dry rocky w aste encru st­ 
ed with salt, or nearer the sea, with 
slimy salt and mu d flats. 
“It is qu ite possible th at ev en 
6000 or 7000 y ears ago, in the ar^a 
to which tbe 
Biblical 
chronicles 
reach, the then relativ ely 
moist 
clim ate 6f Palestine made the-plain 
near the mou th of th e Jordan a 
rich land su ch as that which Lot 
fou nd. It is also qu it possible that 
the ‘Cities of the P lain’—Sodom, 
Gomorrha and their fellows—per­ 
ished in a catacly sm brou ght abou t 
by a modern secondary adju stm ent 
in this region of tremendou s earlier 
geologic distu rbance. 
“Becasse the intense heart and 
p ressu re are alm ost su re to prov e 
fatal to others than th e few hap­ 
less Arab nomads th at manage to 
su rv iv e in the region, this area has 
not been 
intensiv ely 
stu died by 
scientists. 
It w'as at first thou ght 
that there is no ev idence of recent 
v olcanic action and th at the tra­ 
ditional destru ction of the cities by 
the rain of fire and brim stone may 
hav e referred to the explosion of 
pockets of cru de peroleu m. i
